It was this latter point which Mr. 
Kennedy supported publicly in his Phila- 
delphia speech. He not only suggested an 
economic and political alliance with the 
six-nation European Economic Community; 
he also argued that the day of American 
independence was past and that on the 
basis of “interdependence” we must now 
“look outward to cooperation with all nations 
in meeting their common concerns.” He said 
we must expand our international alliances 
to help “the developing nations throw off 
the yoke of poverty” and “lift the weight 
from the shoulders of all.” Mr. Kennedy 
made it obvious he favors progressive merger 
of separate sovereignties into some larger 
political unity. 


Mr. Rostow and President Kennedy may 
be willing to surrender the United States 
and its citizens to a regional or a world 
government with its accompanying controls, 
taxes and mob rule, but the American people 
are not. 


In the past 17 years, Americans have given 
generously of their wealth to help the rest 
of the world. We have taxed ourselves to 
the point of absurdity. We have gone along 
with one administration after another which 
told us we had to finance higher living 
standards all around the globe or Commu-
